RANDOM LENGTHS 


Comment on industry News and Trends 





WHEN COSTS GO UP — something has to vive 
The Interstate Commerce Commission permitted 
the railroads to increase their freight rates 7 per 
cent on February 25, subject to amendments. The 
railroads had declared in their “suggested pro 
cedure” that the “amount sought is the minimum 
required to offset the cost increases that have 
fallen on the railroad industry since September 30, 
1954. For every day of delay that occurs in making 
the rate increase effective, the railroads will lose 
in exce of $1,500,000.” 

Before the conditional rate increase, the ICC 


received and heard statements and arguments 


from opponent to the rate boost. Among the 


yroups opposing the 7°) hike in freight rates was 
the Southern Pine Association. In a verified state 
ment filed with the ICC, IE. C. Schmitt, SPA traffic 
manayer, charged that Southern pine lumber ship 
pers already are paying unreasonable freight 
charges for rail transportation, and cited the gen 
eral increases imposed on Southern lumber freight 
rates since 1946 

Because of this, the rail carriers already have 
lost much of the lumber tonnage to truckers, he 
aid, and sugyested that the way for them to 
recover it was lower not higher freight 
charges, better service, and equipment improve 
ments 

Schmitt cited the records to show the substan 
tial slump in lumber traffic and revenue of the 
Southern and Southwestern carriers between 1946 
and 1954, “despite the fact that Southern lumber 
freight rates had increased substantially” during 
the period. He also cited reductions in freight rate 
received by steel, masonry, and asphalt materials 


“because of truck competition since 1946.” 


HOW MECHANIZED MATERIALS HANDLING 
can cut building industry costs at least $1 billion 
a year was explored at a round-table conference 
jointly sponsored recently by the National Retail 
Lumber Dealers Association, the Prefabricated 
Home Manufacturers Institute, and House & Home 
magazine, and reported in its February issue, 

The round-table agreed that concerted action by 
all seyments of the industry was essential to meet 
the challenge of cutting costs and expediting con 
struction. This calls for more producers shipping 
unit loads so dealers can use material-handling 
equipment more efficiently to justify its cost 
and for more dealers to mechanize their material 
handling so it will be more profitable for material 
producers to shift from manual to unit loading. 

The six major problems to be overcome and 
solved, the conferees agreed, are: 

1. The reluctance of lumber mills to unit-load 


their products. (Calls for dealers and prefabrica- 
tors probably paying premium price for unit 
loads. ) 

2. The lack of right kind of freight cars on rail- 
roads. (Furnish bulkhead flat cars and wide-door 
boxcars that can hold more unit-loaded cargo, and 
bring more revenue.) 

3. The prefabricators need piggy-back freight 
shipments so they can ship complete house panels 

and ship them farther, to enlarge their market. 

1, Need for better mechanical handling facilities 
in the lumber yards. (Dealers must adapt space 
and layout to use of mechanical handling equip- 
ment, or move to suitable location to meet compe- 
tition of mechanized yards.) 

5. Forgotten builder needs smaller and cheaper 
mechanical handling equipment for on-site han 
dling of materials. (Small fork-lift that can serve 
also as portable power plant and be used for earth 
moving, ete., is required.) 

6. Helpful dealer needs handling equipment on 
his truck. (Use of roller conveyors, small fork-lifts, 
etc., off truck for handling materials at job site 
economically to provide better builder service.) 

This month the round-table conference is to re 
convene with spokesmen for railroads and material 
producers to consider ways of implementing these 
recommendations and realize substantial sav 
ings in handling and final building costs. 


THE PROSPECTS OF BALANCED FEDERAL 
BUDGETS for next two fiscal years are heart- 
ening to all conscientious Americans. But it is 
disappointing that the balances in the budget 
document are very slim and come from greatly 
increased receipts rather than reduced expenses. 

In this era of great national productivity and 
high incomes, careful planning and efficient man- 
agement by the Eisenhower Administration should 
permit a surplus that could be used for two good 
purposes. One is to whittle down the Federal 
public debt. The other is to ease the tax load on 
individuals and corporations. No realistic citizen 
would want a tax cut if the government continued 
the deficit financing of the past four years. Nor 
would he want the public debt to continue to 
mount. 

The solution appears to be for Uncle Sam to 
put into effect the Hoover Commission reforms 
that intend to cut government costs by $5.5 billion 
a year. A total of 141 of the 318 economy recom- 
mendations can be put into full effect by adminis- 
trative orders. All that is required for these is 
the will to act. Many other important proposals 
will be placed before Congress. Their adoption is 
a sure way to effect substantial Federal economies.

It is true, no doubt, that there 
is character in a piece of walnut, 
but Joe Wilbert will concede that, 
even so, his preference for hard- 
woods was not the single determin- 
ing factor in shaping his business 
to specialization in that category.
